business indicators which flow into his office prove that 
the decline of business has checked. He bases his 
statement on the fact that increases in buying raw materials 
are everywhere evident on the part of our big industries. 

“Increased buying of raw materials,” says Mr. Lamont, 
“indicates that industry is doing what sound business men 
do when prices have reached their low ebb and they do not 
have to be told when to buy.” 

The confidence of big business that the decline has 
reached bottom is definitely indicated by purchases of raw 
materials. Business men with wide vision of conditions do 
not buy extensively until they are convinced that they are 
obtaining the best prices that are likely to be available. 
Incidentally, resumption of general purchasing is the one 
thing needed to create a definite revival of business and 
industry.

This method of handling salesmen is in line with the 
modern idea of automotive dealership duties. Progressive 
dealers no longer consider themselves as mere distributors 
of cars and trucks, but as dealers in highway transportation. 
They know that their jobs have only begun when they seil 
the vehicle.

“Earnings of motor companies 
have been hard hit by the further 
downward readjustment in the in- 
dustry which has taken place since 
the late spring and_ continued 
throughout the summer months, cul- | 
minating in the extensive cessation 
of factory production during the lat- 
ter part of July and early August. 
The effect of this additional ‘read- 
justment will be shown in the forth- 
coming statements for the third 
quarter and may carry through into 
the final quarter of the year. 

“Several companies have been in 
‘red ink’ during the current three 
months which will cut down the 
profits already reported for the first 
six months. Other companies, which 
have been operating at a deficit dur- 
ing the current quarter may improve | 
their position during the final quar- | 
ter with early introduction of new 
models, and break even or add a 
nominal amount to their profits 
the first half year.

A com- 
posite of these estimates indicates 
what well-informed motor interests 
are enticipating in the way of 
profits during the current half year. 
The six companies are Chrysler, 
General Motors, Hudson, Nash, 
Packard and Studebaker.

We are told that 
when a car stops the rotors will 
continue to revolve for at least four 
minutes. and should there be a 
wind the extractor ‘will, of course, 
operate during the whole time that 
the vehicle is stationary. Silence 
of operation is an important point 
in connection with this device, in 
addition to the fact that it does not 
‘ause a draught.

HE process of case-hardening by | 


means of ammonia, “nitridéng,” 
is remarkable for its simplicity. 
The parts to be hardened are placed 
in a heated furnace, subjected to 
the action of ammonia gas for @ 
defnite time and then removed. 
The articles as they come from the 
furnace are hard and require no 
further treatment. This is a dis- 
tinct advantage over the older case- 
hardening methods.

All parts should be heat-treated 
before nitriding in order to obtain 
desirable physical properties of the 
core and to insure proper grain re- 
finements, since the original grain 
size of the materia] is not reduced 
during the nitriding operation. 
Nitriding at temperatures ranging 





inclusive, shows that the depth of 
case increases, but the hardness de- 


;creases with the increase in tem-| 
|perature. It is possible to nitride 
at a relatively high temperature, 


1,200 degrees Fahrenheit, for exam- 
ple, to obtain considerable depth of 
case, and then to nitride at a lower 
temperature, such as 950 degrees 
Fahrenheit, to obtain the desired 
surface hardness. 

The presence of decarburization 
before nitriding produces a brittle 
case, which is likely to spall or chip. 
This decarburized layer must be re- 
moved before the subjection of the 
parts to the action of the ammonia 
gas. Strains created by machining 
and by heat-treating of parts must 
be eliminated if warping or distor- 
tion in the finished articles is to be 
prevented. 

Nickel plating and a coating of tin 
or solder will protect parts against 
nitriding. A coating of tin oxide 
in glycerin will also serve as a pro- 
tective agent. A slight growth takes 
place during nitriding. Allowance 
can be made for this growth in the 
final machining or grinding opera-

Nitrided articles offer marked re- 
sistance to atmospheric, water and 
salt-water corrosion. Nitrided ni- 
tralloy exhibits excellent wearing 
properties even when tested with- 
out lubrication against certain 
other alloys, notably against ni- 
trided nitralloy itself and a special 
bronze containing nickel.

BALTIMORE S. A. E.

The ammonia on _ passing | 
over the steel breaks down to some 
extent into nitrogen and hydrogen, 
the nitrogen in the nascent condi- 
tion readily entering the steel. The 
gases passing out of the furnace con- 
sist of hydrogen, unabsorbed nitro- 
gen, and undissociated ammcnia. 
The exit ammonia may be conduct- 
ed to the outdoors or readily dis- 
solved in water and drained into 
the sewer. As these gases are the 
only waste products, the problem 
of waste disposal is very simple. 
The temperature of nitriding 
low compared to other heat-treat- 
ing processes. This allows the 
parts to be heat-treated before 
nitriding without danger of subse- 
quent destruction of desirable physi- 
ta] properties. Since the nitriding 
leaves a clean surface free from 
scale, a convenient feature of the 
process is the fact that heat-treat- 
ing precedes the ammonia harden- 
ing. Parts coming from the nitriding 
furnace are ready for service with- 
out) further expenditure of work. 
Moreover, the low temperature re- 
moves all danger of warpage during 
case-hardening, provided that all 
strains have been previcusly re- 
moved. 
The hardness obtained by nitriding 
remarkable. The resistance to 
wear, made possible by this treat- 
ment, if intelligently applied. will 
undoubtedly result in great economic 
savine. The resistance to corrosion 
shown by nitrided steels bas been 
known for some time. The success 
of the nitriding, while it does not 
solve the problem of corrozion, does 
eliminate this imporiant factor in 
many instances.
